Four Craft Start in Race Around

Reaching to windward like a phan- 
tom ship, Morgan Adams’s sloop Mah- 
pe was many miles to windward of 
the South Coast Yacht Club racers 
just before dark last evening in the 
annual race round Catalina Island 
for the Whitley cup.

Seventy-nine pieces of property 
will be sold under the hammer, on 
the Courthouse steps, at 8 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. The sale will 
be conducted by Maj. C. M. Fair- 
banks. Deputy County Tax Collector, 
and the proceeds will be applied to 
paying the back taxes on the land. 
' Property cannot be sold for taxes 
it has passed through a liong 
process and this, which is now about 
te change ownership, has - passed 
through the proper number of de- 
grees. Before the Tax Collector can 
have such a sale, there must be ap- 
plications for the property to be put 
up at auction. Some time ago there 
Were requests for opportunities to 
bid on 125 pieces. Redemptions 
have somewhat reduced this number. 

The property. to be sold is scat- 
tered throughout the county and 
some of it is“of considerable value. 

~The Collector can give a thousand 
and one reasons why persons do not 
pay their taexs. In some instances, 
the land is not worth paying on. 
This cause is not now as frequent as 
formerly. 

Strunge as it may seem, persons 
avhile visiting here sometimes buy 
property and go away and forget all 
about it. As their addresses are un- 
known, there is no manner in which 
they can be informed of their de- 
linquencies. 

As a rule the property which is 
eulad for taxes is unimproved. In 
ccse of the death of an owner, it 
mot unfrequentiy happens, when the 
heira reside in other States, that 
they do not know of certain plots 
of improved land, and it finally re- 
verts to the State. 

There are probably more than a 
100,000 pieces of property upon 
which the taxes for 1910 were not 
paid. The majority of the parcels 
are in cheap subdivisions where the 
. taxes amount to almost as much as is

Deduct the 
original $10, and the world will have made 
him a present of ovér $350 as a reward for 
merely living. Of course $10 invested sixty- 
five years ago in Los Angeles real estate 
would by now be supporting a family of mil- 
lionaires. Not such a stingy usurer after 
all this much abused Father Time! 

The wonderful prodigality of nature, how- 
ever, puts the compound interest table of 
man into the William J. Bryan class. Has 
any one ever worked out by progressive 
multiplication the amount of corn one single 
grain will produce, if planted continuously 
for twenty years? The first year the grain 
will produce one stool, from which even on 
poor soil will be harvested six or seven ears 
containing about ninety grains each, say 600 
grains. These 600 grains replanted will by 
the end of the second year produce 360,000 
grains. Keep on replanting for twenty 
years and that one grain of corn will supply 
the whole population of the United States 
with food stuff for nearly a whole yea&r. 
And yet there are people ungrateful enough 
to call Dame Nature an unkind stepmother, 
who but grudgingly repays the efforts of her 
children.

At the end of 
the first year he will then have twenty-two 
porkers; call half of these sows and he will 
now have eleven sows to breed from. The 
other eleven he can sell, when nine months 
old, to the butcher, and so buy feed for the 
remainder, and also pay up his “overdue” 
grocery bill. After that al! is plain sailing. 
By the end of the second year he will have 
a string of 121 hogs. Again he sells the 
boars to feed the sows, breeds again, and 
by the third year owns 610 more. All he has 
to do now is to keep on repeating the proc- 
ess; it works like a kind of endless belt, 
it beats perpetual motion. Fourth year— 
3600; fifth year—15,500 and so on ad in- 
finitum. In ten years he owns enough hogs 
to feed a famine or break a meat trust.

It isn't | 
really givery long stretch in a man’s life 
time when we take into consideration the | 
fact that in Southern California many of | 
our most active business men of today are 
past seventy years of age. Some of them 
are neartr eighty years of age. 

They can remember well the time when 
the Central Pacific Rallroad was being built | 
across the Sierra Nevada and everything in | 
the way of track and machinery had to be 
brought round Cape Horn or ‘across the 
Isthmus of Panama. 

The difficulties with which the “Big Four” 
—Stanford, Huntington, Hopkins and 
Crocker--had to contend in their great 
struggle to make a trail for the iron horse 
across the snow peaks was once vividly 
described by Creed Haymond in a spéech 
which stands as a classic in the literature of 
California, The speech occupied three days 
of time in its delivery before a committee 
of the Sedate of the United States at Wash- 
ington. Ip the course of his remarks Hay- 
mond made the following statement of fact: 

“Iron fails, laid in the track, 100 tons 

per mile (including switches, side 
tracks and material,) cost over $140 a 
ton. For two locomotive engines there 
was paid in cost and freight $70,000. 
The first ten engines purchased in a lot 
by the Central Pacific Road cost $191,- 
000, and the second ten upwards of 
$215,000. Freight by Cape Horn to San 
Francisco was over $2000 on the first lo- 
comotive, Cars were manufactured in 
the Eat, taken to ple@es, brought 
around Cape Horn or across the Isth- 
lanfied at San Francisco, and car- 
ried by boat to Sacramento and there 
put togéther. Thousands of tons of 
ralls were transported by steamship 
from New York to Aspinwall, thence 
across the Isthmus to Panama, and 
then shipped again to San Francisco at 
great expense.” 

The construction of a new line of railway 
in California now would not encounter the 
problems pf transportation that faced 
Charles Crocker with his immortal army of 
11,000 men in the Sierras, but the fact 
remains that the rails and all the rolling 
stock for the line would still have to be 
brought from the East.

HEARERS AND SHORN. ; 

The production of wool in the United 
States for the last year was in round num- 
bers about 225,000,000 pounds. Of this 
amount 108,000,000 pounds was produced in 
the Pacific and Rocky Mountain States, 17,- 
000,000 pounds in Missouri, Iowa, Kansas 
and the Dakotas, 35,000,000 pounds in Ohio 
and Michigan, and the remaining 65,000,000 
pounds in the other thirty States. The pro- 
posed reduction of the duty on wool from 12 
cents per pound to 20 per cent. ad valorem, 
or about 3% cents per pound, would inflict 
an annual loss upon the wool growers of 
California alone of $880,000, and possibly 
would deprive them altogether of “a market/ 
for their wool. 

The doctrine of adjusting duties upon the 
basis of the difference between the cost of 
production at home and abroad was evi- 
dently disregarded in considering the raw 
wool schedule. The wool of the Argentine 
can be freighted from Buenos Ayres to New 
York at a less freight cost than ts charged 
for transporting it from Omaha to New York. 
The sheep tierder in California receives $30 
a month and his board. The sheep herder in 
the Argentine receives $7 per month and 
boards himself. When wool under the Wil- 
son bill was placed on the free list the own- 
ers of sheep in the Pacific States could not 
borrow enough money on their clip to pay 
the cost of shearing the flocks and paying 
storage charges on the wool. An old farmer 
in Nevada was observed by a neighbor to 
be shearing a sheep which was placed be- 
tween his knees, with the rear presentation 
of the animal nearest to the shearer. “Why,” 
said the inquirer, “do you shear your sheep 
wrong end to?” “Stranger,” was the reply, 
“I voted the Democratic ticket last fall, and 
I'm ashamed to look this creature in the 
face.”

HARVESTING GRAIN CROPS. 4 


Few Fields Damaged by Late Frost 
and Product is Expected to Be 
Large. 

CORCORAN (Cal.) June 3.—The 
work of harvesting the grain crop be- 
gan here this week, and the indica- 
tions are that the crop will be one of 
the best ever reaped in this district. 
A few fields of wheat were slightly 
damaged by the late frost, but the 
bariey is in splendid condition and 
buyers are offering $1.25 per 100 for 
the latter grain; while wheat quota- 
tions are unsettled profitable prices 
are ussured to the growers. Exper- 
fenced buyers estimate the yield in 
the Corcoran and Angiola district at 
about 260,000 sacks, including both 
bariey and wheat. There are fifteen 
combined harvesters at work, with an 
average capacity of fifty sacks each 
per day, besides a number of headers, 
and the harvest will be rushed with 
all possible speed, in order to sack all 
the grain before the rainy season 


sets in. 
NEWS BRIEFS. 

A near-tragedy was enacted here 
this week, when Manuel Swasey, a 
prominent § rancher, pursued Jess 
Prince, with a shotgun, threatening 
summary vengeance for alleged un- 
welcome attentions on the part of the 
young man toward the farmer's 
daughter.

Here is a law which passed 
the last Legislature, which nearly all 
women connected with the suffrage 
movement are in favor of—a law on 
which all labor unions have written 
their enddérsement (the Socialist being 
the loudest advocate of equal  suf- 
frage.) 

Leaving aside as irrevelant, incom- 
petent and immaterial (as the lawyers 
say) the results accruing from this 
bill, let us see just what its principle 
amountsto. It forbids women to work 
more than eight hours a day, and but 
forty-eight houre a week-——whether 
she wants to or not. In other words, 
if a woman wishes to work nine hours 
a day. and could get extra remunera- 
tion for so doing, she may not do so. 

She has forbidden herself to do*what 
she wants to do. She has curtailed 
her own power to follow out her own 
volition. She has infringed upon her 
own personal rights. 

Instead of giving herself freedom, 
actually and in principle, she has 
taken freedom away from herself— 
freedom consisting entirely In one’s 
ability to do what one wishes to. 

In short, the freedom’ of women is 
not actual freedom, but merely the 


curtailing of her powers so that she 


may hinder men from having power.

Christianized Indians Were 


First to Revolt. 


Murderous Natives Applied 
| Torch to Santa Ynez. 


Other Holy Places Were Also 


Scenes of Rebellion.

Not always have the famous and 
noble architectural piles, known as 
the old missions of California, been 
places of religious repose and 
quietude, blessed with the sweetness 
of peace and filled with the odors of 
sanctity. Now and then one of these 
@acred edifices became a scene of 
Slaughter—a vortex of human hate, 
Violence and biloodshed. Once in a 
while the boom of hostile cannon 
shook the hoary adobe walls; the 
dark tiled roofs rattled with showers 
of fiint-tipped arrows; the gray tow- 
ers looked down upon exhibitions of 
dauntiess courage and upon deeds of 
heroism that refiect everlasting cred- 
it on the brave missionaries who first 
get the standard of the cross upon the 
shores of the Pacific.

THE WORST INDIAN UPRISING. 
In 1824 occurred the most serious 
Indian revolt, or uprising, in the an- 
mals of olf California. At that time 
the Indian population in California 
Was many times than the 
white. The neophytes, or baptized 
Indians, divided into many different 
tribes, lived around each of the score 
of missions that stretehed, chain-like 
through the Coast region from 
on the south to Sonoma on the 
north. Owing to the great disparity 
im numbers between the Indians and 
the white people, composed then en- 
tirely of Gpanish and Mexicans, any 
insurrection or hostile movement 
among the former was looked upon 
with greve apprehension, and de- 
manded prompt attention the 
Governor and his military forces sta- 
tioned at the presidios and principal 


ons.

eoncerted action on the part of dif- 
ferent tribes in different localities 
made in pursuance of a general con- 
spiracy. This conspiracy originated 
among the neophytes of the missions 
la Purisima and Santa Ynez, Iiying 
westward and north of Santa Barbara, 
a days journey distant; but it soon 
extended to and included in the 
scope of its nefarious designs the 
neighboring missions of San Luis 


Obispo, Santa Barbara, San Buena-/ 


ventura, San Fernando and, perhaps, 
San Gabriel and San Juan Capistrano. 
The conspiracy was formed with 
marvelous secrecy and celerity. Cou- 
riers passed unobserved from tribe to 
tribe, fromi rancheria to rancheria. 
quietly arranging the details of the 
plan, unbeknown to the padres, the 
government officials or any of the 
white people. 

One person, Comandante Jose de 
la Guerra y Noreiga, of Santa Bar- 
bara, was informed of the conspiracy 
by a faithful Indian woman servant 
of his household, some days prior to 
the insurrection, but he put ‘tittle 
faith in her story, and dismissed the 
matter from his mind, after giving 
some precautionary orders to his 
soldiers. 


THREE TRIBES ENLISTED. 

The secret emissaries succeeded in 
getting into the combination for the 
real criminal work only three of the 
tribes, those at Santa Barbara, Santa 
Ynez and La Purisima. The Indians 
of the other missions enumerated in 
the foregoing took no part in the up- 
rising, and rendered no material aid. 

The number of Indians participat- 
ing in this revolt at and around the 
three missions involved, was about 
two thousand. The leaders were an 
Indian named Pacomio and a half-

POINT OF ATTACK. 

One of the chosen points of attack 
was the mission of Santa Inez Her- 
mosa (St. Agnes, the beautiful,) sit- 
uated in the fertile valley of that 
name between towering ranges of 
mountains about forty miles north of 
Santa Barbara and thirty miles from 
the sea.

at the time of this revolt nta Inez 
was in the full tide of material pros- 
perity and touching the zenith of its 
spiritual power, influence and renown 
as @ religious center. With its build- 
ings of beautiful Moorish architec- 
ture, its white adobe walis and red 
tiled roofs, its picturesque bell tower, 
its long, broad corridors and grace- 
ful arches, its surrounding gardens 
and orchards, waving grain and green 
pastures where grazed its great herds 
of cattle and flocks of sheep, Santa 
Inez formed a crown of beauty to 
the smiling valley, as well as a seat 
of abounding hospitality for the 
weary traveler and a blessed place 
of rest and refuge for the worn and 
foot-sore missionaries of those early 
days. Within its consecrated walis, 
around its sacred altars, at the ring- 
ing of the sweet vesper bells and 
matins were wont to assemble priest 
and neophyte, Christian and pagan, 
to worship and to chant, and perhaps 
there was not at that time in all the 
world a more peaceful abode, or one 
less calculated to invite the weapon 
of the assassin, or touch of the in- 


ry.

Going the menial service, the cook- 
ing, the washing, the cleaning, mak-

and garden, and tending the sheep, | 


the horses, the burros, and the cattle 
of which there were many thousand. 
The Mission was a veritable hive of 
industry, and over all the quiet val- 
ley peace and contentment seemed to 
reign supreme, giving no hint or 
thought of the deep unrest among 
the Indian population, and no pre- 
monition of the coming storm of fire 
and blood. All unknown to the Mis- 
sion fathers of that region a volcano 
slumbered beneath their feet, ready 
at the appointed hour to burst forth 
into flame. 


SANTA YNEZ POORLY GUARDED. 


Santa Inez was poorly guarded, 


only a few soldiers being on duty | 
there at the time of the revolt. | 
Father Estevan Tapia, who in 1798 | 


assumed the office of superior of the 
California missions, in one of his an- 
nual reports complained that the 
missions were exposed to attacks on 
all sides. “The guard,” he said, 
“was usually reduced to two or three 


men, one of whom was generally 


sick, one in charge of the horses, and 
one absent on royal service.” It was 
upon a guard of this type that Santa 
Inez depended for dafense in case of 
an attack by Indiana. 

The padre in charge was Father 
Francisco Xavier de Uria, who came 
to the Mission tn 1808 and acted as 
& supernumerary until 1810 when he 
assumed and continued in control 
until after the revolt in 1824. On 
Saturday, the 2ist day of February 
of that year, in the afternoon, this 
venerable missionary retired to his 
chamber adjoining the church to in- 
duige in his customary siesta. He 
lay upon his couch and had fallen 
asitep when he was suddenly awak- 
ened by his Indian page, who rushed 
into his room and hurriedly told his 
master that a band of Indians was 
approaching the Mission with the in- 
tention to kill him. ‘ Uria jumped up, 
ran to the window, looked out and 
beheld, tO his amazement and terror. 
a large number of neophytes of 
Santa Inez, many of them men whom 
he himself had baptized, advancing 
upon him in the execution of the 
deadly purpose of the conspiracy. 
They were armed with bows and ar- 
rows, and hideous with war paint put 
on for the occasion.

Power Bond Case Astonishes 
Even Attorneys. 


The foll text of the recent de- 
cision of the State Supreme Court 
on the power bonds, which has 
reached City Attorney She@&., has 
astonished the municipal legal de- 
partment by the comprehensiveness 
with which the court has covered 
the entire question and determined 
every point in favor of the city. It 
is aceepted as sustaining municipal 
ownership in its broadest sense. 

Perhaps one of the most important 
Portions of the decision Is that relat- 
ing to the inevitable conflict between 
municipal power utilities and  pri- 
vately owned plants. It was urged 
by Scarborough & Bowen. attorneys 
for Percy H. Clark, who brought the 
suit to enjoin the gale of the power 
bonds, eggregating $3,500,000, that 
the private companies, under Section 
No. 18 of the Constitution of the 
State, were vested with exclusive 
franchises—that is exclusive in so 
far as they inhibit the municipality 
from engaging in a similar business, 
especially if it means that injury or 
destruction of the private pliant. 

This question was regarded as the 
‘battle ground im the suit. Evidently 
the Supreme Court so regarded it for 
the bulk of the decision, contained 
in an opinion written by Justice 
Shaw, and concurred in by all the 
judges except Chief Justice Beatty, 
who was absent, concerns this fea- 


ture. 
MEETING A QUESTION. 


If the city is powerless to intrude 
where private corporations have al- 
ready exercised a constitutional privi- 
lege, in not municipal ownership im- 
possible? Meeting this question 
squarely, the court declares:

The bulk of the coffee now is raised by 
a considerable American colony, scat- 
tered along between David and Bou- 
quette, and, to expedite business, the 
latter place only recently showing 
that it has grown in importance to 
the Panama government. A munici- 
pality in this country is not what we 
know in the United States; it is, in 
fact, of greater area, has more pow- 
er, and corresponds more to a county 
than to a city government.

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WHAT THEY SANG _ 
FIFTY YEARS AGO. 

Civil War Brought Forth Army 
of Song Writers—Some of Their 
Products Lasted a Day, While 


Seme of Them Have Lasted 
Half a Century. 


' No one who lived in the time of the 
: Civil War can ever forget the war 
songs. They were the popular songs 

of the time; ell others gave way to 


~ them; bands played them, the political 


marching clubs sang them and they 


were tried on every piano. When 


young persons met the favorite amuse- 
ment was singing and the songs that 
were equally popular with the soldier 
in the camp or those they left be- 
hind them at home. 

song writers of the country— 
and there were some very notable 
ones at the time—became imbued 
with the fervor of the war spirit and 
turned their talents to the composition 
of songs that voiced the prevailing 
sentiment of patriotism, or commiser- 
ation for the wounded and dying so!- 
diers. Indeed, songs issued in an al- 
most endiess stream from the musical 
press, some, of course, scarcely at- 
tracting even a passing notice, but 
others again springing into wide pop- 
ularity, catching the fancy at once. 
The North was the richest in these 
patriotic and musical compositions, 
though the South had also inspiring 
strains, and as the North did not dis- 
dain to borrow the air of “Maryland, 
My Maryland,” for a set of Nurthern 
words, so the South calmly appropri- 
ated “Weeping Sad and Lonely,” neat- 
ly changing the “blue suit” of the 
young hero into one of gray, as be- 
fitted the southern uniform. The 
sentiment of this song appealed to 
everyone, and the color of the clothes 
was merely an incidental circum- 
stance. 

“Weeping, Sad and Lonely,” one of 
the popular songs of the war, was 
the composition of Charies Carroll 
Sawyer, a Connecticut man, although 
a resident of New York. He was a 
prolific composer and his “Who Will 
Care for Mother, Now’? almost 
valed “When This Cruel War its Over” 
in the esteem of the public. 

It has been said that one of the 
generals of the Army of the Potomac 
when his troops were in winter quar- 
ters forbade the playing or singing of 
“When This Cruel War is Over,” as 
it made the men too down-hearted, 
and “Old Folks at Home” was often 
under interdiction for the same rea- 
son. Sawyer, in speaking of his songs 
on one occasion demarked: “During 
1861 many songs were published, filled 
with the love of the soldier for his 
home, and thinking it would cheer

Nearly ome million copies were sold.

“Tramp, Tramp, Tramp,” had only a 
year of the war, and yet in that one 
year it ylelded a profit of $16,000. 
When it is consideréd that the song 
was sold for twenty-five cents a copy, 
some idea may be formed of the 
enormous quantity of copies that must 
have been sold to make possible a 
profit of $19,000 in one year alone, 
and it gives a good idea of the uni- 
versality of the popular war song. 
The words are melancholy enough, 
but the air, especially that of the 
chorus, is spirited and exceedingly 
effective.

“ I haven't a house here of my own, 
only this garden. You must see it a 


little later when the roses are quite 
in bloom; it is really a garden of | 
roses. That orange tree, now destitute :

Some peo- 
ple thought they were tied on until 
they investigated. Since that year 
the tree has been resting on its 
laurels. 

“During one season I rented a house 
here, the Casa del Prete, near the top | 
of Monte Ziretto. It was there thet | 
‘The Call of the Blood’ and the great- 
er part of ‘The Garden of Allah’ were 
written.” 

For those who have read “The Call 
of the Blood,” a novel exquisitely pre- 
senting Sicilian life, the Casa del Prete 
is of great interest. It is the house 
where Hermione and Delarey lived in 
blissful contemplation of the white 
plume rising from Mt. Etna and the 
white mountain path winding down to 
the Island of the Sirens and the Isola 
Bella far below. The fact that {ft is 
impossible to see all those natura! 
beauties from the Casa itself is im- 
material; the people in fiction are as 
often given long necks as they are 
made to nestle under the long arm of 
coincidence. This house, which is 
now fast crumbling through neglect, 
has another interesting association. 
During Hichens’s occupancy he was 
the host of the late Clyde Fitch. The 
English writer’s recollections of the 
man who was perhaps the most 
talented American playwright of his 
day, are of the pleasantest. 

“Mr. Fitch was splendidly jovial,” he 
said. “We lunched on the terrace 
while he told me of several of the 
amusing devices he had used in his 
plays and in plays of which he was 
Stage manager. I particularly 

ruck with his invention of the stair- 
case scene in the production of Sapho. 
He had an ynrivaled facility for stage 
business. I saw his ‘Woman in the 
Case’ last year in London and thought 
it immensely clever. 

Oh, you have heard of my drama- 
tization of ‘The Garden of Allah.’ In 
a few days I shall leave Taormina for 
Biskra, a two days’ jeurney from 
Tunis, in order to meet liebler, my 
producer, who is there. We are to 
gather accurate material regardin 
music of the desert, music which wil 
be featured in the play.” 

Robert Hichens had a narrow escape 


from bei a musician for life. He 
graduated from a musical conservatory 
at an early age and kept up that in- 
terminable practice on piano and or- 

n until he was thirty, the year of his 

ret literary success, “The Green Car- 
nation.” He assured me that his 
musical talent was unremarkable, that 
he had no gift for composition. Never- 
theless his knowledge of music will 
preclude anything but the most ade- 
quate representation of the songs of 
the desert in his new new play. 

“One can never feel the same con- 
fidence concerning the success of a 
play as of a novel,” he said. “The 
technicalities of the drama are s0 
many and intricate that one’s entire 
time should be devoted to them in or- 
der to be successful. On the other 
hand people are often skeptical of 
a novel's success. When [I was 
writing ‘The Garden of Allah,’ some 
of my friends held their eyebrows high 
and declared’that a novel of the desert 
would never be read.” 

“The Garden of Allah,” every one 
knows, is the desert; but the wonder- 
ful oasis garden in the desert which 
is deacribed in the novel as belonging 
to a Sicilian nobleman, is an actual 
garden situated just out of Biskra. 
Those who have been there will tell 
you thet it is almost as beautiful as 
Hichens's description of it. It is 
the winter residence of a French 
count whom Hichens visited during 
his former sojourn at Biskra. Fortu- 
nately for the American tourist the 
estate is in imminent danger of being 
converted into a hotel. 

Many of the idyllic spots in the 
novels of Robert Hichens apne but 
smashing descriptions of real places, 
a fact which brings me to a consider- 
ation of his characters and their 
would-be prototypes. In Taormina 
there are three of the natives who 
claim to be the original “Gaspare” in 
“The Call of the Blood;” one supports 
his claim with the fact that he once 
acted as donkey-boy for Mr. Hichens, 
another offers the same proof to the 
same claim, and the third admits that 
he is are for isn't he the only 
honest and faithful and goodlooking 
man in town. There never was a 
“Gaspare,” Mr. Hichens tells me. The 
hero of this novel, “Delarey,” the En«- 
lishman who goes to Sicily and there- 
after feels the blood of his Sicilian 
grandmother gurgling through his 
veins in devious, unladylike ways, is 
supposed to have been drawn from a 
gentile youth now living in England. 
After the book came out the friends 

nd parents of this “Delarey” said 
hey would “have nothing to do with 
Mr. Hichens after his terrible 
calumny.” As Mr. Hichens never had 
the slightest acquaintance with these 
irate people, the “cutting” is doubt- 
less mutual. Incredible as it may 
seem, I have heard of an English 
woman who, feeling ‘“sympatica”’ 
with “Bella Donna.” made a hegira to 
Africa and cast languishing eyes at 
greasy Arabs. There is a short story 
of Hichens’s, of which I do not recall 
the name, that tells of an authoress 
who goes to Africa to gather local 
color and is later rescued from moral 
disintegration by the opportune arrival 
of her husband. Prototype friends go 
so far as to say that the heroine of 
this tale is the staid Mra. Humphry 
Ward. 

“It is curious that people should 
have this penchant for prototypes,” 
said Mr. Hichens. “The character of 
‘Bella Donna’ was fixed on a woman 
I had never seen. I have no doubt 
that after ‘The Torch’ is published 
there will be a wild scramble in Rome 
to determine who is who. By far the 
most preposterous statement I have 
ever read concerning my books was 
one that was made regarding ‘Felix.’ 
{ learned that ‘Felix’ was written to 
make up for ill-treatment of my 
mother in my youth. My mother and 
I have always gotten on rather well, 
you know.” He smiled and I grinned 
back for I knew that his secretaries, 
his servants, even some of his friends 
become absolutely maudlin after they 
begin to discuss the gentleness of Mr. 
Hichens’s disposition. 

“Do you wonder that I seldom allow 
myself to be interviewed when you 
interviewers say such awful things 
about me? I have been made to 
praise my own books, a thing I never 
do. I am already wondering what IT 
am to say to the reporters if, before 
T get off the boat, I am asked how I 
like America.”

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RIGHT CARE OF THE HAIR. 

The first step to hair health is to 
keep the scalp clean and healthy.

I was standing amidship between 
the two No. 10 guns, and was struck 
on the back by the splinters and 
thrown to the deck.

A Duel With the Louisiana. 


As we passed clear of Fort 8t. 
Philip, Capt. Craven gave orders to 
load the starboard battery with solid 
shot. He had seen the iron-clad 
Louisiana moored just above the 
fort. She gave us one or two shots, 
but when we came directly abeam of 
her, she closed her port shutters and 
received our broadside. We could 
hear our shot strike agaigst her tron 
sides. We gave but one broadside 
and then sheered out tnto the river. A 
nine-inch shell, fired by the Louisi- 
ana, struck the Brooklyn about a foot 
above the water line, on the starboard 
side of the cutwater, near the wood 
ends, forced its way for three feet 
through the dead-wood and timbers, 
and remained there. At New  Or- 
leans this shot was cut out, and it was 
found that in their hurry, the cun- 
ners had neglected to remove the 
lead patch from the fuse, so that 
the shell did not explode.

Soon after midnight a great 
blaze of light was seen up the river, 
and fearing fire-rafts, all the vessels 
got under way, and remained so until 
daylight, when they proceeded up the 


we passed a large vessel loaded with 
cotton on fire, and at 7:30 passed two 
more in the same condition.

New Orleans,) we found that batter- 
les had been erected on both banka, 
armed with field pleces..A few broad- 
sides made the troops leave their guns 
and disperse into the country.

In 
the French quarter there was appar- 
ently some disturbance, and a body of 
troops was seen firing a volley into 
the crowd. As the ship arrived abreast 
of the customhouse and anchored off 
Cana)! street a pouring rain came down, 
but even this did not seem to reduce 
the crowd. 

Soon after we had anchored, 
burning tsteamers, barges, and other 
vessels loaded with cotton came 
drifting down on fire. Among the 
burning vessela was the Confederate 
iron-clad Mississippi. It seemed the 
purpose of the mob to destroy every- 
thing. During the night the city was 
get on fire In a dozen different places, 
and there was a continuat ringing of 
fire-alarm bells.

THE VALUABLE LADYBIRDS. 


They Breed in Mountain Canyons of 
Placer County and Are Needed to 
Protect Imperial Valley Melons. 
The State Insectary. is one of the 
interesting sights at Sacramento, 
writes Edward Hyatt, State Superin- 
tendent Of Schools, in the Western 
Journal of Education. It ts a small 
bullding of the bungalow type, stand- 
ing on the State House grounds, and 
it is full of wonders.

degrees of moisture. Plants are grow- 
ing, for insects, good and bad, to feed 


the million, both dead and alive. Mr. 
Compere is there, the famous man who 
has worked so long in foreign coun- 
tries all over the world, finding the 
beneficial insects that have so often 
saved the day for California fruit 
growers. 

Just now the energies of the insec- 
tary people are bent toward the lady- 
birds—just the ordinarw red ledybugs, 
with black spots. There are some 
mountain canyons in Placer county 
that have great thickets of alders and 
willows that afford a rank, green 
growth throughout the summer very 
good for the food plant lice or aphides. 
Consequently, the aphis thrives there 
in uncounted millions. Now, the larvac 
of the ladybug loves aphides better | 
than all things else—just dotes on 
them. Wherefore, millions of ilady- 
bugs breed there, and feed richly on 
the trillions and quadrillions of 
aphides. When the cold weather comes 
on in the fall the ladybugs assemble in 
masses like swarms of bees. These 
masses are in bunches of leaves and 
tufts of moss, to hibernate for the 
winter under the snow. When the snow 
melts, the bright red masses of lady- 
birds show up first of all, for their 
animal heat melts the snow. Just how 
the insectary men are working in the 
neighborhood of Towle and Blue can- 
yon, getting the ladybirds by putting 
them in sacks and packing them out on 
mules. In one strip of country half a 
mile long and a few hundred yards 
wide they found over four tens of 
ladybirds. 

These are put into cold storage and 
sent when needed to the melon grow- 
ers of the Imperia! Valley, 800 miles 
away. They are sent by express in 
ecreened boxes about a foot square. 
Each box carries 30,000 Insecta, ard 
that is enough for five acres of melons.

@rfectiv legitimate manner may be 
fiterfered with and impaired by 
fMfiethods which are indefensible. 

“The right of every Americtn cit- 
izen, whether employee or employer, 
to gain an honest livelihood by his 
ewn toll and erdeavor is inherent in 
our organic law and should be pro- 
tected by all the power of the gov- 
ernment.’

The Downey co-operative creamery 
was incorporated in 1895. This con- 
eern has a $3000 plant and equip- 
ment for preparing ice water and 
cooling 500 gallons of milk a day. 
Fifty or sixty of the local dairy- 
men sell their milk to this company. 
The concern is a member of § the 


Mutual Dairy Association of Los An-| 


geles. 

The Downey Milling Company is a 
branch of the Newmark Company of 
Los Angeles. The milling plant is 
valued at $4000 and manufactures 
corn meal and graham fiour. Feed 
meal and wheat bran are by-products 
of their process. The company has 
planned an immediate enlargement of 
their plant. The Crescent Creamery 
Company of Los Angeles leases a 
twenty-acre tract one-half mile east 
of Downey on which they keep 140 
head of milking cows.

Porterville Concern Has Plans for 
Covering Southern and Eastern 
Tulare County With Power Lines 
Financed by the Farmers, Cattle- 
men, Ranchers and Orchardists. 


PORTERVILLE, June 3.—Several 
score of men were put at work this 
morning building the raceway to be 
used in the controlling works of the 
water plant, which will furnish the 
electrical power for the Tulare Power 
Company, the first co-operative elec- 
trical concern in the State of Califor- 
nia. 

This company, which ts financed by 
the farmers, alfalfa, dairy and cattle 
men, orange and deciduous frult rais- 
ers of Southern and Eastern Tulare 
county, has the deed to right of way 
for their power line from the plant, 
on which work started today on the 
Upper Tule River, eighteen miles east 
of this city, to Tulare, Strathmore, 
Lindsay, Porterville, Terra Bella and 
Pucor..A portion of the capitalization 
funds have been expended in the pur- 
chase of tracts upon which to locate 
the auxiliary steam plants to be built 
in Tulare and Strathmore.

F IT ts your intention to spend your 

vacation in an automobile, the first

l have often wondered why women 
especially, take so little heed of this 
opportunity for looking well. Even 
on Fifth avenue, you see women who 
can afford the best of clothes, whirl- 
ing boldly along, looking very like the 
man in the driving bell. 

Is it because, when more or less 
obscured by veils and heavy wraps 
the individuality is so hidden that it 
does not seem to matter how they 
look? Sooner or later, the mas- 
querade must be dropped and we shall 
know who she was that looked like 
the advertising picture of the Dutch 
chocolate girl. 

Motor coats this season are partic- 
wlarly chic and the lines especially 
graceful. I hope they will not all be 
worn, as sometimes, by those whv 
never set foot in motor cars. 

The huge rolling collars which 
combine the characteristics of the 
“sailor” fad and the shawl collar 
seem to belong to the automobile 
coat. These collars are usually of a 
severely contrasting color and ma- 
terial to the coat itself. For instance, 
upon a long coat of gray the collar 
is of deep blue worsted with a heavy 
map and there are deep cuffs to 
match. On a similar coat of tan the 
collar and cuffs are of leather brown 
The low fastening used on all coats, 
whether long or short is also seen 
here. This fastening adds to the 
long lines which fashion deems s0 
essential this year. 

While there is more opportunity 
for individuality in the motor bon- 
net than in any part of the dress, 
there are some ready to use, which 
combine the essentials of comfort, 
convenience and  prettiness. The 
motor hood with veil attached is one 
of these. It is a hood of silk, fit- 
ting well toward the face and the veil 
which may either match or form a 

easing contrast is detachable, be- 

fastened in place by buttoned 
straps, which permit of its being used 
either to cover the face, or to form 
eoft, becoming ties beneath the chin.

It bores a hole in the pod with its snout, and then turns 
around and lays its eggs in that hole. It now takes 
some wax or gum and smears over the hole, closing it 
tight. 

By and by the eggs hatch into worms, and they eat 
out the heart of the boll so that it falls to the ground. 
The worms continue to eat, and within a short time 
grow into weevils just like their mothers. They in turn 
lay their eggs in more bolls of cotton, increasing so 
rapidly that in one season a single family will become 
15,000,000. 


Our Greatest Mexican Invasion. 


There has been wild talk about an army of Japancse 
joining with the Mexicans and invading the United 
States. The greatest Mexican invasion and the most 
serious invasion is that of this little bug which came in 
from Mexico in 1892. It then crossed the Rio Grande, 
and began to increase its army at this 15,000,000 per 
family ratio. You remember Cadmus, who sowed the 
teeth of a dragon, whereupon a regiment of armed men 
sprang from the soil. It is the same with the boll wee 
vil, only its regiments come up by the billions. They 
continue to hold every bit of ground that they take, and 
increasing by geometrical ratio they march onward con- 
quering every year a strip of territory which is seventy- 
five or more miles wide. 

I have before me a map prepared by the United 
States Bureau of Entomology which marks out the lines 
of advancement. In 1892 the boll weevil had infested 
a short strip in South Texas. In 1893 it had moved far- 
ther north and west and continued its progress each 


year until, in 1900, aided by the storms and winds which

PRODIGAL’S “HUSKS.” 


A TREE THAT WOULD PROBABLY BE USE- 
FUL ON THIS COAST,

ALAGA (Spain.)—Do you remember the old topi- 
M cal song so familiar on the vaudeville stage twen- 

ty-fiVe years ago, witn the refrain: “On, the 
queer things we see and the queer things we do are 
English, you know, deuced English, you know?” One 
sings it softly to himself here and changes it to “Span- 
ish.” Who would think of coming here and finding 
herdsmen engaged in feeding swine the self-same 
“husks” that we read of in the parable so famous for 
2000 years? Well, that js Just what one does. Those 
who elaborate exegetical treatises on the Scriptures 
have been much puzzled to translate or explain what 
the husks were which the swine fed on and with which 
the bad man who left home with as poor excuse as 
“Smith” did in the play, would fain have gatisfied his 
hunger. Spanish Biblical students have no such trou- 
ble. The Bible in good Castuian has the very name of 
the swine’s food, the tree growing all about Valencia, 
and when the chapter is reau the children do not wonder 
what the husks were. The Spanish reader does not say 
“husks.” He reads the text “carrobas,” and all see the 
pods before their minds’ eye. They have seen them 
grow, seen them gathered and fed to the swine, to 
horses and to all kinds of domestic animals. The tree 
is, moreover, a beautiful one with bole more gnarled 
than the cork oak or the ouive, but c t «? not far above

climate where it may be grown, the crop it bears, the 
value thereof, and the uses to whigh the “husks” may 
be put. But do not go into the industry with any idea 
of providing sustenance for prodigal sons and daughters 
of any family. Let them look out for their own “bread 
and cheese.” My mind is full of the subject because it 
seems to me that the carob tree will greatly add to the 
scenic beauty of the landscape and at the same time 
provide food for domestic animals excellent in quality 
and at low cost. While we are all so taken up with 
lowering the cost of living, is it not worth while to do 
so for our horses and cattle? Surely; for the less the 
cost of pasturing the animal the less the cost of feeding 
the driver. 

The Valencia carob is interesting to the naturalist. 
Those in the forestry service should know about it. Like 
the giant sequoia and the eucalyptus, the carob is a sur- 
vival of the fittest for long, long ages. The tree belongs 
to the primeval world and has sustained the shocks of 
time and all the ills that vegetation is heir to. Not only 
in the days when Jesus of Nazareth went about doing 
good, but long before that blessed era, when Abraham 
fed his flocks and permitted Lot to choose the fattest 
pastures and thus to get corrupted with the vices of 
rich Sodom; yes, and long ages prior to that, even be- 
fore men worked out any kind of civilization, the Dar- 
winian genus fed on the husks denied the prodigal! son. 
The carob tree has survived the vicissitudes of time be- 
cause mankind has known its worth and protected it 
from harm. We know out on the “Slope” the value of 
these trees which have been protected from extinction 
while their sisters of the primeval world have gone the 
way of all flesh, including that of the dado. The red

. name for the tree is the carob bean. It is so called be 
cause the fruit is a pod like those the locust tree and 
the broom bear, vut much longer and many times wider. 
The “bean” or seed is in tnis pod and ts hard and dry, 
not good for animal food, while the pod is as tender as a 
string bean or pea pod, succulent, full of saccharine 
matter, easy to digest and fine food for all domestic 
animals. Land in Valencia is very Vauavie, in the raw 
worth $450 to $600 per acre for oranges and other fruits. 
For this reason one never sees grain flelds, few bay 
fields, and but here and there a smal! patch of alfalfa. 
What shall all the horses, mules-.and burros and the 
small number of milch cows kept get to eat? To import 
hay and grain would be too expensive. How provident 
nature is! She takes care to do more than temper the 
wind to the shorn lamb, so here where fodder is so dear 
we find a fine anima! food not known elsewhere except- 
ing ia similar countries with like necessities. 


A Suggestion to Farmers. 


What is all that to readers of public prints on the 
Pacific Coast of North America? I am not penning this 
letter to instruct the clergy and help them in their exe 
gesis of the Scriptures.

The cultivation of this lordly tree, so mag- 
nificent in proportions, so fast of growth, so able to take 
care of itself, is taken up generally on the “Coast” 
where climatic conditions are right. I would make a 
trinity of these trees preserved from the gnawing teeth 
of time and kept to be a blessing to our race so many 
centuries after the other forest denizens of the primeval 
world have passed away from the earth, by inducing 
some progressive farmer to go Into the propagation of 
the carob-bean tree. This will make a most compan- 
ionable member of the arboreal family for the sequoi 
and the eucalyptus.

MEXICAN CITY.

T HE clock on the cathedral at Mazatlan is striking 


12. The thermometer, stands at 76 degrees F. 

A cool breeze blows in from the sea, through the 
rooms and over the courtyard. From a second-story 
baleopy the view to the south extends over roofs of red 
and yellow tile, over flowery courtyards through the 
green of cocoanut palm, to the deep blue of the sea, 
which breaks into curving lines of white ag it nears the 
shore, or washes against the base of the islands that 
rise out of the harbor. Glimpses of a forest of masts 
can be obtained between tne trunks of the palms, which 
guard their valuable nuts forty feet above the ground, 
sheltered by great waving plumes of green. White 


’ gulls fluttcr about the ships, gray doves fly above the 


roofs, a big black buzzaru is perched on a pinnacle of 
the cathedral. As this is the siesta hour when all busi- 
ness houses are closed, there is but little life on the 

soroughfares. The street car, on which only the 
poorer classes ride, comes tinkling down the street, 
drawn by trotting mules. The passengers are mainly 
girls with hair bound by bright ribbons and dainty 
scarfs waving in the breeze. A paisano passes in a tall 
broad hat on which is woven in black: “Cuida la inde 
pendencia nacional.” The Mexican women of the west 
cojst wear mantillas and leave the display of gorgeous 
headgear to the men. Immense hats of black or gray 
felt with gold or silver trimmings are frequently seen. 
In the shops finely-woven straw hats are sold at prices 
ranging from two to fifty pesos. 

In the Plaza Machado the people are resting in the 
deep shade of the great «*inese laurel trees. A boy 
passes bearing a basket Of oranges on his head. A 
blackened you h drives his burro lagen with charcoai 
along the way, lustily shouting “Carbon.” A barefooted 
vender carrying great cans of ice cream suspendeu by 
a rope hanging from a stick over his shoulder, calls at- 
tontion to his refreshing wares. On one corner an OFr- 
ange seller offers his fruit on a little stand. Heneath 
it lie two unhappy broilers with their legs tied together, 
panting with heat and thirst. Across the way a work- 
man is partaking of his luncheon; he buys corn tortillas 
folded over a spoonful of chopped meat and slender 
strips of lettuce, favored with chile sauce. Beans or 
garbanzos are added to the menu, When his repast is

Lottery posters are displayed everywhere. “Benefi- 
cent public lottery of the State of Sinaloa. The most 
liberal of the republic. Monthly drawings of $10,000, 
Drawing comprises 15,000 numbers. Price of a ticket 
$2." The shops and cantines bear alluring names— 
“The Voice of the People,” “The Butterflies,” “The New 
Revolution,” “The Enchant.d Rock,” “The Samaritan,” 
“The Pearl of the Pacific,” “The Cool Water,” “The Iron 
Palace,” and “The Little Rooster.” 

Gaudy bull-fight advertisements give a bright touch to 
gray walls—*“Plaza de Toros, Sunday, April 16. Four 
fierce bulls from the estates of Santa Cruz and Santa 
Barbara.” At 4 o'clock the stores reopen, and the tide 
of humanity fows through the streets with al] the 
bustle and activity of a population of 21,000. 

Mazatlan has an imposing Cathedral and two fine 
churches. The cathedral is dedicated to Our Lady 
Maria Purisima. At the church of San Jose the 
Virgin of Carmen is venerated; and the other church, 
which is In course of construction, is dedicated to the 
Daughters of Mary. The cathedral, with the touch of 
Moorish architecture in its treble-arched facade, faces 
the Plaza de la Republica. The high-vaulted ceiling is 
upheld by eight great pillars of stone which define the 
nave. The stations of the cross are represented by 
sculpture instead of the more conventional canvas. 
These are of excellent design and workmanship, making 
a striking impression, The decoration and symbolic 
ornament of the church are everywhere realistic, and 
must strongly Influence the minds of the people. 

Holy Week masses begin at 4 in the morning and end 
at 11. On Holy Thursday from 6 until 8 in the evening 
the band plays in the plaza, and crowds parade around 
the square, the women in dainty gowns and black lace 
mantillas or cotton rebozos of many colors, keeping to 
the right; the men walk on the left in the opposite direc- 
tion, and bows, smiles, or perchance loving glances, are 
exchanged as they pass.

A dozen dogs are not too 
many for an average family. And the pigs—they sleep 
in the middle of the street, and not until our horses’ 
feet are almost on them do they grunt and lazily move 
a step to the right. At the plaza will be found some 
half-dosen—merchants shall we call them—men and 
women squatting on the ground beside their little piles 
of peppers and sugarcane and various kinds of fruit. 

But in the evening all is changed and the place is 
full of life and stir. Everybody comes out to enjoy the 
music and to stroi] around and around the plaza. Men 
and women do not walk together unless ™arried or en- 
gaged, but the men walk three or four abreast, on the 
inside of the promenade and the women on the out- 
side in the opposite direction.

and tortillas, supplemented by the fruit of the cactus 
when in season. Tortillas are thin little cakes made of 
corn boiled with lime, and these serve as the chief food. 
Every house has a metate, a sort of stone trough which 
rests on the ground and on this the corn is crushed to a 
paste and then patted into thin round cakes and tossed 
on a Clay griddle to cook. Don’t think, as you ride down 
the street, that in every house a child is being spanked; 
it is only the patting sound made by the women as they 
deftly shape the tortillas in their hands. The lime in 
which the corn is softened is said to account for the 
very strong white teeth of the natives. Frijoles are 
of course beans, and after being boiled a long time with 
onions, chile and other savory bits, are put into Boiling 
lard for their final flavor. Knives and forks are not 
needed where a tortilla can be folded in the middle and 
used as a scoop for the beans. These two articles of 
food form almost the entire diet of the poor. All food 
is very hot from the chile put in it, and one doesn't 
realize the peculiar flavor that cinnamon will give to 
many dishes until he has eaten it in everything from 
coffee to ice cream. While pulque, the fermented juice 
of the maguey, our century plant, is the national drink, 
if a peon is very drunk it is probably due to mescal or 


ftequila, two stronger drinks made from the same 


aguey. Cooking is generally done over a few pieces 
f charcoal on the ground. Often have I seen women 
-ook an entire meal over as little charcoal as one hand 
fan grasp.

nothing was really known about mosquitoes. Science 
having taken up a study of them, something new is be- 
ing found out about them almost every day. For in- 
stance, it appears that some birds are great mosquito 
destroyers—particularly the chimney swift, the night- 
hawk, and the killdee. The nighthawk, it is estimated, 
sometimes devours as many as 10,000 mosquitoes at a 
single meal, passing through clouds of them as a whale 
passes through a school of cuttlefishes. It is mostly 
mouth, has an enormous stomach, and feeds during the 
twilight hours, the malaria mosquito being its favorite 
victim, besause likewise an evening flyer. 


Whereas it used to be supposed that there was only 
one kind of mosquito, now it is known that there are 
thirty-odd distinct species in tMis country alone. They 
vary greatly in size, the smallest being not more than 
one-eighth of an inch long, while the giant “gallinip- 
pers” of the Jersey marshes, which are able to bite 
through a man’s coat, are half an inch in length. They 
are differently marked, some being quite brilliantly 
colored, while others are of somber hues. The com- 
mon marsh mosquito of New Jersey has striped legs; 
one species of malaria carrier is distinguished by gray 
spots on its wings.

the second story of an ordinary house. That is quite 
true, so far as their flight outdoors is concerned. But, 
once indoors, they will make their way upward from 
floor to floor, ascending even to the tops of the tallest 
pools of water. Mosquitoes, flying out of the windows 
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The common house, or rain-barrel, mosquito is Culex 
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The mistaken notion that mosquitoes breed in wet 
grass comes from the fact that they commonly find 
shelter in grass, and, when the wind dies down, arise 
therefrom in clouds. At Camp Stotsenburg (P.L.,) it 
was noticed that the insects invariably increased 
greatly in numbers whenever the grass at the post was 
allowed to grow, and that a coincident increase oc- 
curred in the number of malaria patients admitted to 
the hospital. On the other hand, cutting off the grass 
was followed by a decrease in the number of mosqui- 
toes and likewise in the cases of malaria. Systematic 
mowing at regular intervals, by removing the shelter, 
practically did away with the mosquitoes and with the 
malaria. 

Mosquitoes are nowhere worse in summer than in 
the Arctic regions. In far northern Alaska they are a 
frightful pest. This might seem surprising were it not 
for the known fact that these insects hibernate in win- 
ter, and the more intense the cold the better it seems 
to suit them. Great numbers of mosquitoes spend the 
winter in the cellars of our houses, where they always 
seek the coldest corners. : 

The mosquito larvae, or “wrigglers,” are the best pos- 
sible food for fishes. In Japan they are bred in rain 
barrels for feeding the goldfish which are reared in 
ponds for market. For the same purpose, the New 
York Aquarium, from mid-April to mid-November, col- 
lects half a million wrigglers a week from stagnant 
pools along the edges of marshes.

In Mr. Mauger’s contribution he states that large 
quantities of gladioli are grown in pots, especially those 
of the Nanus or dwarf section. This is a method very 
little followed here, though a much easier task than 
in the Channel Islands where this grower lives. We 
would not necessarily require the heat they usé, though 
perhaps best results require it. If one had a cold frame 
on the south side of building, which would exclude the 
winter's rains, other than those desired for moisture 
supply, he could grow good flowers in pots. Mr. Mau- 
ger says of pot plants: “All the best colors in the Na- 
nus section are largely used for this purpose, and, as a 
whole, it is a very remunerative crop. The bulbs for 
early forcing are potted up or boxed early in August 
(the boxes being abort five inches deep,) they are hept 
outside in Sheltered positions and fegularly watered so 
that growth may be continuous. At the approach of 
frost they are brought under glass and kept well aired 
so as to induce as sturdy a growth as possible. In Feb- 
ruary, a little heat may be turned on and as soon as the 
flower spikes appear in the sheath then more heat may 
be given, and so brought on into bloom from April on- 
ward. There are also large quantities grown in cold 
houses, planted immediately the tomato crop has been 
cleared, and the houses thoroughly disinfected. The 
ground is watered and dug, then narrow bede of about 
two feet wide are planted, leaving enough space between 
the beds to plant the new tomato crop for the follow- 
ir= season. As soon as the blooms have been gathered 
for the market, the bulbs are lifted and planted outside 
for one year; then they are again fit to be grown un- 
der glass. The Childsili, Gandavensis, Lemoinei and 
other hybrids, being of much stronger growth, require 
a greater depth of soil than boxes can afford, so our 
plan is to grow these in eleven-inch pots, placing from 
five to seven corms in each. These are left outside un- 
tii Mareh, then brought under glass and treated pre 
cisely in the same way as the previous section.” 


Thinning Over-planted Yards. 


EW have the nerve.to reduce the number of. trees 
whose development has been watched with solicitude 
And to transplant them is an under- 
taking with doubtful results. But it were better to get 
one’s courage up fo the point of removal than to trim 
up coniferous trees and expose their bare trunks in or- 
der to see the street from the windows, or permit the 
house to be seen by the passers-by. The need of light 
and sunshine in the home suggests that no tall growing 
tree be planted nearer than forty feet from the house, 
except, perhaps, where the afternoon sun has full effect 
upon a favorite part of the house. In planting trees or 
removing surplus growth the effect from a distance 
should be studied. First impressions are lasting; and 
hence work of this kind should be so conducted that the 
first view of the home by a stranger will be pleasing; 
and if different views are presented as approach is made, 
a series of impressions will be left not likeiy to be soon 
forgotten.

ANCIENT INDIAN MINERS. 

The copper mines in the Lake Superior region were 
most important to the Indians.

The Indians had only to dig away the earth and smash

In the 
main these cover one of two objects, viz., funds to be 
expended for premium purposes at State fairs and State 
poultry shows, and for experimental work along prac- 
tical lines to be carried out by the agricultural colleges 
and experiment stations. This movement indicates a 
wide and general interest in poultry farming which must 
eventuate in the advancement of the industry all along 
the line. In this connection it is a noticeable feature 
‘that at the sessions of the farmers’ institutes when 
poultry is up for discussion there is usually a good at- 
tendance.

Breeding New Plants. 
N EW purposes are constantly entering into the breed- 
ing of plants. We are producing maize with extra 
high content of starch and other forms, with high con- 
tent of oil, The Germans breed potatoes for alcohol pro- 
duction and other fruits for extra long shipment. We 
have peas and sweet corn specially adapted to canning. 
We are beginning to breed for a.sease-resisting qualities. 
The United States Department of Agriculture is work- 
On .a_ wilt-resisting cotton and watermelon, 
@ yust-resisting oat, and similar things. The North 
Dakota Experiment Station is producing a disease- 
‘resisting flax. The Maine and Vermont experimenta 
Stations are investigating the subject of blight-proof 
potatoes. We shall probably breed blight-resisting 
pears, disease-free ginseng and blight-proof tomatoes. 
We already have a wilt-resisting and nematoid-resisting 
cowpea, although not the result of direct breeding, We 
pare constantly giving more attention to securing plants 
that have the desired qualities inherent in themselves 
rather than in obtaining these qualities by means out- 
side the plants.—[L. H. Bailey, in Century.

miles apart, and invited cportsmen to participate. 
During the three midwinter months they came into 
camp in twos and threes for a week or en days’ hunt. 


'T> all of them the sport was new, healthful, and excit- 
pur | ing, not to say dangerous, considering the quarry sought 


and the risk of breaking through thin ice on lakes and 
rivers in its pursuit. 

As soon as the first hunters arrived—in December— 
we shot several wood hares and ruffed grouse. These 
we placed at rocky points round the large lake, infested 
with wolves, on which the cabins fronted. A couple 
of nights later half a score of wolves—judging by the 
way fur and feathers, legs and wings, heads and tails, 
were seattered over a wide area of snow-covered ice, 
punctuated in between with thousands of their foot- 
marks—must have had a glorious scrimmage over these 
dainties; yet not a particle of either grouse or hares 
had been eaten! This was subsequently repeated on 
several occasions, which goes to disprove the hitherto 
accepted statement that “wolves are always hunery”— 
at least, they are not here in Canada.—[Wide World.
